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Remarks 

Claims 1-20 are currently pending in the Application. 
Allowable Claims 

Applicants acknowledge with gratitude the Examiner's indication of alio wability as to 
Claims 5-6, 8, 12, 14, 16-17 and 18-20. 

Claim amendments 

This response amends Claims 1, 6, 1 1-12 and 15-16 to clarify the scope of the invention 
as discussed below. Support for some of these amendments can, for example, be found in 
Figures 2D, 3C and 4D and the corresponding text in the specification. No new matter 
has been entered. 

35 U.S.C. §103(a) Rejection 

Claims 1-4 and 9-1 1 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being obvious in view of 
Austin (U.S. Patent No. 6,590,303) and further in view of Fisher (U.S. Pub. No. 
2004/0212966). Claims 2 and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being obvious 
in view of Austin and further in view of Lian (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0176935). 

Applicants acknowledge with gratitude the Examiner's indication of allowability as to 
claims 5-6, 8, 12, 14, 16-17 and 18-20. Applicants traverse the Examiner's rejection of 
claims 1-4, 9-1 1 and 13 and disagree that these claims are obvious in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,590,303, .S. Pub. No. 2004/0212966, and U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0176935. However, 
in the interest of moving this application to issue, Applicants have amended Claim 1,11 
and 15 to include limitations found in Claims 6, 12 and 16 found patentable by the 
Examiner in the Office Action, expressly reserving the right to present these or any other 
rejected claims or claims directed to other disclosed subject matter in a future divisional 
or continuation application.
